The report says that the man best known as Cassius Clay

instead of forward at an army induction center lineup and 
was indicted by the federal government. As his case 
dragged on in the courts, Clay said that lie would never 
again fight, since the Black Muslims found that abhor- 
rent. But not long ago Clay did a little verbal All-shuffle 
and said he was thinking of returning to the ring, mainly 
to alleviate various financial obligations. 


The Muslims then suspended him for five years and 


stripped him of his Muslim name, Muhammad Ali. But 
Ali refused to renounce the Muslims. 


"The thing is," said Markson, "that Clay is still under 


indictment. And it has been the policy of "the New York 
Slate boxing commission, and most other boxing com- 
missions in this country, not to license a fighter who is 
under indictment. 


"Sure, then the question arises about due process. Hut 


we still have the tradition of going along with the govern- 
ment. 


• There have also been rumors that the justice depart- 


ment is fed up with the whole thing and would like to drop 
the case gracefully. Hut I'm not sure about that. 


"I have a friend who is a lawyer. He has nothing to do 


with boxing first-hand, nor the Clay case. But he's a fight 
Ijiiff. And he said that from reading the papers over the 
last tew months the justice department had several op- 
portunities to drop the case gracefully and did not do it."

dent Nixon told Congress today 
he wants to make available with- 
in five years free birth control 
advice to American women of 
child-bearing age with low in- 
comes. 


In a special message, Nixon 


estimated that nearly 5 million 
U.S. 
women "dp not now have 


adequate access' to family plan- 
ning assistance. 


Proposing an expansion and 


reorganization of federal family 
planning services, but giving no 
estimate of the Increased spend- 
ing involved, Nixon said: 


"Clearly, in no circumstances 


will the activities associated 
with our pursuit of this goal be 
allowed to infringe on the reli- 
gious convictions or personal 
wishes and freedom of any indi- 
vidual, nor will they be allowed 
to impair the absolute right of 
all individuals to have such 
matters ol conscience respected 
by public authorities." 


The chief executive, in the 
5,000-word document, sketched 
out a rather bleak picture of the 
potential impact of the global 
population expbsion if govern- 
ments, private agencies and the 
United Nations fall to begin 
dealing now with anticipated 
problems. 


In the United States alone, the 


population will increase nearly 
100 million to more than 300 mil- 
lion by the year 2,000, he pred- 
icted. 


Pointing to just one conse- 


quence of the expected popula- 
tion growth, Nixon said: "If we 
were to accommodate the full 
100 million persons in new com- 
munities, we would have to 
build a new city of 250,000 per- 
sons each month from now until 
the end of the century,"

(AP) - Death awaits the Apollo 
astronauts If they become ma- 
rooned on the moon and they 
know it. 


For there is no rescue vehicle 


that could save them. 


Even if another spacecraft 


were poised on the Cape Kenne- 
dy launch pad, It would take 
four days to reach the moon. 
Astronauts Neil A. Armstrong 
and Edwin E. Aldrin Jr., will 
land with only a 43-hour supply 
of oxygen. 


If, in landing, their lunar 


module becomes tilted more 
than 35 degrees, they cannot 
fire their ascent engine to rejoin 
the 
command ship orbiting 


above them. The trajectory 
would not be right; And they 
have no tools to set the LM up- 
right. Even on the moon, the 
LM weighs 16,000 pounds, too 
heavy for men in bulky space 
suits to shove around. 


The command ship, piloted by 


Michael Collins, could not come 
down, pick them up, and blast 
off again. It has neither the 
rocket engines nor guidance 
equipment to do so.

craft already in moon orbit, or 
near it, Its LM with two men 
aboard couldn't pick up the cas- 
taways.
